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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment and remarks filed December 26, 2002 have been 
acknowledged and entered. 

Claims 29-30 have been cancelled. 
Claims 1-28 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 11, 17, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 1 is confusing and indefinite, because applicants recited " the positioned 
article is mixed at an elevated temperature and further including the steps of ceasing 
the mixing at an elevated temperature without reciting the material the article to be 
mixed with. In claim 11," the mixing" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 17, line 5, " the fluid layers" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 19, lines 5-6, " the first fluid layer" lacks antecedent basis. 

The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph stated in paper No. 6 is 
withdrawn in view of applicants' amendment. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Li in 
combination with Matthews or Berbel and Squires et al. 

This rejection stated in paper No. 6 is maintained. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed December 26, 2002 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicants' argument with respect to Matthews and Berbel is 
unpersuasive because the reactive component as claimed in claim 5 comprises water or 
water soluble contaminants. 

6. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co,, 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). 

However Li does not teach passing the article through at least one fluid vertically, 
Matthews teaches lifting the wafer up from the lower aqueous layer through the upper 
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organic layer (col. 5, lines 47-48, claim 1 , and the document in general). See also, 
Berbel, Figs. 2-7.
